Find High Prices 
Dampen Holiday

Consumers stocking up for the Labor 
Day weekend found plenty of beef in 
the stores for a change, but high prices 
put a damper on plans for holiday 
picnics and barbecues in some areas. 
“We’ll be eating more corn on the 
cob than ham burger and hot dogs,” 
said Mrs. John Oswald of Allentown, 
Pa., as she made plans for a holiday 
picnic. She said the family had 
“planned on ham burger and hot dogs” 
but changed to chicken because the 
cost of the poultry declined. 
An Associated Press survey found 
superm arkets generally reported an 
adequate but not overly abundant 
supply of beef on hand. 
O.G. Robertson, m eat buyer for 
Schwegmann’s Gentilly store in New 
Orleans, which bills itself as the 
world’s largest supermarket, said, “I 
have plenty of m eat and I have some 
red hot prices for Labor Day.” 
Robertson said top and bottom round 
steak was selling this weekend at $1.49 
a pound, 30 cents less than the price in 
recent days. 
“Beef prices have slacked a little,” 
Robertson said, although he claimed 
he was making no profit at current 
levels. 
Farm Prices Top 
A ll Old Records 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Farm ers 
are getting prices that average 62 per 
cent higher for their raw products than 
they did a year ago. The latest figure 
includes a 20 per cent rise in prices for 
August 
alone, 
the 
A griculture 
Department has reported. 
The departm ent’s Crop Reporting 
Board said many of the current prices 
are the highest in the century. 
Corn, for example, was $1.15 a 
bushel a year ago; now farm ers are 
being paid a record $2.68 per bushel, 
said the report. And wheat rose $2 in 
the last month alone to a new high of 
$4.45 per bushel. Last year wheat was 
selling for $1.51 per bushel. 
The rep o rt, 
issued 
T hursday, 
covered the month that ended Aug. 15. 
Thus, it gives a picture of what 
happened to raw product prices in the 
m onth th at followed the 
Nixon 
adm inistration’s lifting of price control 
lids on July 18 of all food products 
except beef. 
Beef controls will be removed Sept. 
12. 
The Agriculture Department made 
no attem pt in the report to correlate 
the prices received by farm ers with 
what consumers are paying at the su­ 
p erm ark et. However, departm ent 
officials said at least part of any 
increase in prices received by farm ers 
ultimately 
is 
passed 
on 
to 
the 
consumer. 
D epartm ent officials said that 


contributing the most to the surge of 
prices in late July and early August 
were high prices for cattle, hogs, 
wheat, soybeans, eggs, 
corn 
and 
cotton. 


Meanwhile, slight reductions were 
reported during the period 
for 
potatoes, apples and tomatoes, said 
the report. 
The report said the price index 
received by farm ers for all meat 
anim als jumped 24 per cent from mid- 
July to mid-August and was 68 per cent 
higher than last year. 


And agriculture officials offered 
little encouragement for the future. 
They said the August report showed 
that the skyrocketing trend of food 
prices, interrupted in July when the 
price index held steady, has again 
resumed. 


The July halt in price increases has 
been attributed to the adm inistration’s 
lid on retail and wholesale food prices.

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) - 
President Nixon has decided to carry 
to the next judicial plateau his legal 
fight against producing the secret 
W atergate tape recordings. 


The President ordered his lawyers 
Thursday to appeal to the U.S. Court of 
Appeals the ruling by U.S. District 
Judge John J. Silica directing him to 
turn over the tapes for the judge’s 
private inspection. 


After Sirica’s ruling Wednesday in 
W ashington, Nixon announced he 
would refuse to comply. 
Then, after conferring with two 
White House lawyers he summoned to 
California, he disclosed Thursday that 
“appropriate papers for obtaining re­ 
view are being prepared” and will be 


filed before next Thursday, when a 
stay granted by Sirica expires. 


The 
w ording 
of 
T hursday’s 
announcement indicated that White 
House lawyers plan first to file a notice 
of intent to appeal Sirica’s order, then 
follow up later with detailed argu­ 
ments on why the lower court decision 
should be overturned. 


The normal procedure is for the 
nine-judge C ourt of 
Appeals in 
Washington to assign cases at random 
to panels composed of three judges. On 
occasion, however, the full court hears 
a case. 
The appeals court is one rung below 
the Supreme Court, where the historic 
legal battle is eventually expected to 
land. An appeal is likely no m atter 


what the appeals court rules, but since 
the Supreme Court is in recess until 
October it could be late fall before the 
case is finally decided. 
S irica's ruling was on special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox’s 
subpoena of tape recordings Cox 
contended could clear up conflicts in 
testim ony of White House aides 
allegedly involved in the Watergate 
affair. 
The subpoena was issued last month 
after a former presidential aide told 
the Senate W atergate committee that 
Nixon 
routinely 
recorded 
conversations in his oval office and 
elsewhere. 
On behalf of the Watergate grand 
jury, Cox sought the tapes of eight 
meetings and 
one 
telephone call 


between Nixon and his advisers at the 
time, John W. Dean III, H. R. Halde- 
man and John D. Ehrlichman. 
A separate subpoena was issued by 
the Senate panel. Nixon rejected it, 
too, and the committee also filed suit to 
force disclasure. 
Nixon’s lawyers have argued in 
fighting 
the 
subpoenas 
that 
a 
president’s confidential records are 
privileged from forced disclasure, and 
th at only the President-—not the 
co u rts—can decide w hether such 
information should be released. 
In his ruling, Sirica ordered the 
President to produce the tapes, saying 
he would examine them in private and 
decide whether all or parts of them 
should be turned over to the grand 
jury. 
Heat Continues To Bring Trouble 


Several Dallas stores said 
that 
declining livestock prices at wholesale 
m arkets should filter down to the 
consumer soon—perhaps even before 
the Sept. 12 expiration of the beef 
ceiling. 
Lloyd 
Burleson, 
m anager 
of 
Gerald’s Meat Market said, “We’re in 
a waiting period. There may be a drop 
in the beef I’ve been getting out of 
Denver—but it’s hard to say.” 
The high price of beef has caused 
some problems for the Navajo Indian 
tribe of Window Rock, Ariz. The tribe 
throws a free barbecue for visitors and 
reservation residents each year and 
normally attracts more than 100,000 
persons. 
“Normally, beef is donated by area 
ranchers,” said John Nelson Dee, who 
is in charge of the 1973 fair which 
starts Sept. 5. “ But the steers are 
worth so much that this year, no one 
was able to help out,” Dee added. 
“Consequently, the tribe has been 
forced to purchase the beef and 
slaughter it.” 
The Indians considered charging for 
the barbecue, but Tribal Chairman 
Peter MacDonald said: “In the 27-year 
history of the fair the barbecue has 
been free and it will rem ain that way, 
shortage or not.”

East Coast and Midwestern cities 
beset by a sweltering heat wave today 
face water shortages and continuing 
electric power problems. The National 
Weather Service forecasts no relief 
from the heat until after the I>abor Day 
weekend. 
In New York City, officials declared 
a water emergency as the tem perature 
Thursday hit a year-high 98 degrees 
for the second time this week. Phila­ 
delphia pumped river water into city 
reservoirs to help offset an upsurge of 
water consumption. 
The New York State Power Pool for 
a third day reduced voltage by 5 per 
cent but utilities said voluntary 
consumer cutbacks had slightly eased 
the power drain caused by heavy use of 
air conditioners. 
S cattered power failures w ere 
reported in Ohio and the Washington 
metropolitan 
area, 
where an 
air 
pollution alert continued for the 
seventh straight day. 
The water emergency was declared 
in New York when water pressure 
dropped dangerously low in many 
areas. The city was reported gulping 
water at a rate of more than 2.1 billion 
gallons daily, compared with 1.4 billion 
gallons on a normal sum m er day. 
In 
Philadelphia, 
W ater 
Com­ 
missioner Carmen F. Guarino said the 
city was trying to replenish reservoirs 
being drained at a rate of more than 
half a billion gallons a day, compared 
with normal daily usage of 370 million 
gallons. 
District of Columbia officials closed 
a vehicle inspection station until the 
air pollution situation improves. The 
shutdown cam e after ll employes at 
the station became ill because of hot 
weather combined with fumes from 
idling automobile engines. 
Health officials in New York said the 
heat wave was partly to blame for an 
increase in the city’s death rate. 
Health Commissioner Joseph 
A. 
Cimino said 150 people died Sunday, 
250 died Monday and 300 died Tuesday. 
He said a figure of 200 deaths a day 
was considered normal for the city at 
this time of year. 
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“Heat is our main environmental 
killer in this city,” Cimino said, noting 
that the hot weather usually m akes 
chronic illness worse. 
Chicagoans on Thursday 
got a 
welcome respite, with the I p.m. 
tem perature there hitting 76 degrees 
instead of in the 90s as earlier this 
week. But high humidity continued. 


The N ational W eather Service 
forecast no over-all relief from the 
heat wave until at least next Tuesday, 
largely because cool air from western 
Canada was being held back by stag­ 
nant air masses. 
John Mayer, the weather service's 
chief meteorologist in New York, said 
the current situation was similar to a 


“ Bermuda high,” a semipermanent 
high-pressure system that extends into 
the Atlantic. 
“You get some cooler lowpressure 
system s 
m oving 
through 
it 
occasionally, but the tendency is that 
they are not strong enough and the 
highpressure system just builds up 
again,” Mayer said. 
Bus Lines. Car Pools Show Gains

perimental express bus lanes and 
computerized car pools are showing 
signs of breaking down the one-man, 
one-car commuting pattern in some 
urban areas, governm ent rep o rts 
show. 
The one-m an, one-car pattern 
largely is responsible for the rush hour 
traffic snarls and air pollution alerts of 
recent years, the reports say. Such 
commuting also has placed a substan­ 
tial drain on the nation’s energy 
resources. 
Rather than continue to build bigger 
roads, 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
T ransportation 
has 
been 
ex­ 
perimenting with ways to reduce the 
number of cars using existing roads. 
Drivers accustomed to bumper-to- 
bum per tra ffic , 
the departm ent 
reasoned, might leave their car at 
home if they could be assured of riding 
a bus that whizzes into town on an ex­ 
clusive traffic lane. 
Or they might be willing to join car 
pools if all the parking spaces at their 
company parking lots were reserved 
for car pool members. 
Several demonstration projects tend 
to show this is correct, the department 
says. 
Bus ridership on Shirley Highway 
between Washington and its Virginia 
suburbs has increased 400 per cent 
since express bus lanes were started in 
1969, the F ederal Highway Ad­ 
ministration says. 
Bus 
patronage 
on 
the 
San 
Bernardino Freeway in Los Angeles 
has increased 30 per cent since an 
express bus lane opened last January. 
A car pool program for Washington 
employes of the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration resulted in 
an average of 3.85 persons per car. The 
national average is 1.2 persons per car 
during rush hours. NASA car pool 
m em bers get preferred parking 
spaces. 
Several companies have started 
programs of their own, the report 
show. 
The 3M Co., for example, has loaned 
12-passenger vans to employes for 
transporting other employes to and 
from work. In return, they get a free 
ride and the use of the van during off 
hours. Passengers pay enough fare to 
make the commuter service break 
even. 
McDonnell Douglas Corp. promoted 
employe car pools in St. Louis, Mo., by 
giving drivers preferred spaces. The 
result was an average of 2.8 persons in 
each car. 
Several government agencies are 
taking a close look at a project 


conducted 
by 
the 
Highway 
administration for 600 employes. 
A computer matched each employe 
with eight potential car poolers from 


his general residential area. 
The 
agency says a questionaire sent out 
two months later showed the program 
had been well received. 
Government Agrees

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 
administration, which has lost almost

impoundment, is not contesting a 
federal district court suit seeking the 
release of $59 million in school funds. 
Justice 
D epartm ent 
law yers 
appeared at a hearing before Judge 
George L. Hart Jr., Thursday and 
promised that the money would be 
released. 
Hart said that unless the gov­ 
ernment entered a stipulation to that 
effect by IO a.m. next Tuesday, he 
would issue an order restraining the 
administration from impoundment of 
the funds. The suit was filed by the 
states of Washington, Pennsylvania, 
Texas, North Carolina, Oklahoma, 
Illinois, 
Connecticut, 
F lorida, 
Alabama, Maryland, Nevada. 
Joining them in the suit were San 
Diego, Calif., Fairfax County, Va., and 
the District of Columbia. 
The 
suit charged that the ad­ 
m inistration has apportioned or 
distributed only $576.5 million of the 
$635.5 million mandated by Congress 
last year for school districts with 
substantial expenses resulting from 
heavy concentrations of federal work­ 
ers or federal property within their 
boundaries. 
The development freed $5 1 million 
for M aryland, whose Washington 
suburbs are heavily populated by 
federal 
w orkers 
and 
m ilitary 
personnel, and $2.4 million for Fairfax 
County, another Washington suburb.

Gasoline Price Ceilings Delayed For Week 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gasoline 
industry officials in Ohio greeted the 
g o v e r n m e n t’s 
a n n o u n c e m e n t 
Thursday of a seven day delay in 
imposing retail gasoline price ceilings 
with a shrug. 
Service station owners would have 
more time to post ceiling prices and 
octane ratings, they admitted. 
At the sam e time, they weren’t 
looking forward to the one-to three- 
cents per gallon profit loss expected as 
the result of the new controls. 
“It stinks. You might say the whole 
sihiation reeks,” said Roger Dreyer, of 
the 
Ohio 
Petroleum 
M arketers 
Association. 


“This sort of thing isn’t going to 
solve any problems. It’s an artificial 
way of controlling p rices. Some 
custom ers 
are 
going 
to 
find 
themselves cut off, because they won’t 
be economically feasible to serve.” 


Under the price ceiling, gasoline 
dealers will be allowed a minimum 
profit margin of seven cents per 
gallon, and a maximum computed on 
their profit margin as of Jan. IO, 1973. 


Increased costs in foreign products 
or labor will be allowed to be passed 
on. 
Oren Dewey, executive director of 
the Central Ohio Gasoline Dealers 


Association, said the allowances won’t 
be enough to keep all dealers in 
business. 
The average profit margin of most 
Ohio dealers in January was 7.3 cents 
per gallon, he said. 


“We were losing 26 stations every 
month under this minimum. I don’t 
know what this (price ceilings) will do 
to us,” Dewey said. 
The delay granted by the President’s 
Cost of 
Living Council in 
effect 
extended current price freezes until 
Sept. 7. The extension is the third for 
gasoline prices, originally scheduled to 
expire Aug. 12. 


Spokesman tor major oil companies 
in the state pinned their hopes on a 
court suit by 
gasoline 
d ealers 
scheduled to be heard Sept. 17 before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 


In the meantime, they seemed 
resigned to the price controls. 


“We are proceeding to make certain 
our d ealers 
a re aw are 
of 
the 
requirements under Phase Four,” said 
Jerry Baird, financial manager for 
Gulf Oil in southern Ohio. “We are ad­ 
vising our dealers to comply with 
regulations.” 
Each retailer, must post on his 
gasoline pumps by Sept. 7 special 


stickers that list the gasoline ceiling 
price plus the octane rating. 
Retailers may obtain the stickers 
from any one of 33,000 local post offices 
around the country.

The AAA in Cincinnati said a survey 
of area service stations showed 90 per 
cent would be open Saturday, 50 Der 
cent Sunday and 30 per cent Monday.

Rescue Craft 
in Texas 


CORK, 
Ireland (A P ) 
— Two 
submariners trapped a quarter of a 
mile beneath the Atlantic sang for 
their lives today and shortly afterward 
a rescue line was reported attached to 
their stricken craft. 
Bursts of sea shanties from the 
minisub stuck in mud on the ocean 
floor helped a sister submarine grope 
toward it. 
Then a British navy survey ship and 
a trawler on the scene reported a 
lifeline from its mother ship on the 
surface had been attached to a ring on 
the bodywork of the trapped sub. 
Vickers Oceanic, owner of the pocket 
submarine that has been stuck on the 
ocean bed 150 miles south of Ireland 
for the past two days, said the navy 
report was “ very encouraging.” 
But a spokesman added: “ We are 
waiting for this to be confirmed by the 
Vickers Voyager,” the mother ship. 
He 
explained 
that 
Vickers 
headquarters in northern England was 
having communications difficulties 
with rescue headquarters. 
Reports of the lifeline connection 
came as the two Britons on board the 
transatlantic cable-laying sub had less 
than 24 hours air supply left.

Manned by two Canadians, the rescue 
sub Pisces V was going to try to hook a 
cable to the hull of Pisces III so the 
disabled craft could be winched up to 
her mother ship, the Vickers Voyager. 
“ Voyager knows exactly where both 
subs are and is relaying instructions 
from the surface,” said Mott, “ but 
they can easily miss one another by a 
few feet.” 
The sub weighs 14 tons in the water 
but 14 tons outside the water, and when 
it is pulled to within 50 feet of the 
surface divers will go down to attach 
stronger cables. Prospects for this

Sustained fighting was reported on 
the edges of the city 47 miles northeast 
of Phnom Penh. It was the biggest 
rebel assault on the city in two years. 
The field reports said virtually all 
the casualties were m ilitary men even 
though some homes were destroyed 
when the shells fell off their intended 
targets.

File Charges 
In Soap Box 
Derby Race 


BOULDER, Colo. (AP) - An official 
of the district attorney’s office here 
says the investigation of Soap Box 
Derby irregularities will not end with 
the filing of charges against the uncle 
of the boy who was disqualified as this 
year’s derby winner. 


Asst. Dist. Atty. William Wise told a 
newsman Wednesday “ You can bet 
that the investigation isn’t going to end 
here. We are going to look very closely 
at the 1972 race as well.” 


Wise’s comments followed the filing 
of misdemeanor charges Wednesday 
against 
Robert 
Lange 
Sr. 
for 
encouraging a minor to violate a state 
law. 


Ixinge said in a letter to sponsors of 
the race that he advised his nephew, 
James Gronen, 14, to install an elec­ 
tromagnet in the nose of his gravity- 
powered racer. 
Gronen’s racer was disqualified 
from the Akron, Ohio, race after derby 
officials discovered the device, which 
violated derby rules. 
Lange’s son, Robert l*ange Jr., won 
the national derby championship in 
1972, and I^ange Sr. said he learned 
from that experience that Gronen 
“ should build and install a magnetic 
nose so as to be competitive with the 
professional cars he would be racing 
against.” 
Conviction of the misdemeanor 
charges could result in a $1,000 fine, a 
one-year prison term, or both. 
Neither Ixinge Sr. nor his attorney, 
Ralph Harden of Fort Collins, were 
available for questioning by the news 
media Wednesday or early Thursday.

The U.S. Bureau of Narcotics denies 
there are any hard facts available 
about the alleged drug trade traffic out 
of Red China. The 
World Anti­ 
communist League begs to differ with 
the Bureau of Narcotics. Some of the 
League’s findings, “based,” as it 
claims, “on an extensive survey of 
concrete facts and statistical data,” 
have been printed in the Asian Outlook 
for June, 1973. The figures, as set forth 
in 
one-two-three 
order, 
are 
horrendous; they point to a situation 
which, if ture, could easily be verified 
by photography from a sky-lab. 
But the Nixon Administration, 
pursing its policy of detente with Red 
China, has no desire to stir up the 
animals. Bob Price, a Texas member 
of the House of Representatives who 
has been digging for hard information 
about illicit drug running from the 
Chinese mainland, can get nothing 
from the government by way of a 
checkup on the incredible number of 
“mou” (a mou is a fifteenth of a 
hectare) that have allegedly been 
sown to poppies in Mao’s happy realm. 
Journalists can’t commandeer sky- 
labs nor can they gain permission to 
roam freely in the Red Chinese 
countryside. So they have to rely on 
smuggled evidence. The afternoon 
Star of Hong Kong prints stories of 
dope smuggling from the Chinese 
mainland which are based on police 
reports 
that 
could 
hardly 
be 
fabricated. The stuff must come from 
somewhere, and it is hardly likely that 
opium would be smuggled into Bed 
China only to be shipped out again. So, 
the proof of the pudding being in the 
eating, some poppy planting must be 
part of Mao Tse-tung’s agricultural 
plan. 
The World Anti-Communist League- 
Asian Outlook information has it that 
the sown poppy acreage of the Maoist 
State farms and people’s communes 
reached 9,000,000 mon in 1972. In the 
Yunnan-Kwangsi-Kweichow area the 
sown poppy areas come to 2,000,000 
mou. In central China, 1.7 million mou 
have been planted, followed by 700,000 
mou in East China, 400,000 in northeast 
China, 3000,000 in Kwangtung, 250,000 
in northwest Olina, 100,000 in north 
China, 50,000 in Sinkiang and Tibet and 
30,000 in Szechuan. Four million mou 
have been sown on land directly under 
the government, on army reclamation 
farm s, 
labor 
reform 
farm s, 
experimental farms and other state- 
operated units. 
While the West struggles to perfect 
the “green revolution” strains of 
wheat and rice, Red Chinese institutes 
have allegedly been set up to improve 
the opium poppy and the quality of its 
processed products. The figures given 
for such institutes are specific — a 
total of 72, with 47 listed as “general”

plants and 25 as “sub-plants.” The 
annual export of narcotics from these 
plants is set at 10,000 tons, with net 
profits of $800 million in U.S. dollars 
being poured into Mao’s treasury. 
Sinkiang opium, according to the 
accounts, is moved into the free world 
via Pakistan and Afghanistan. The 
“export line” from Tibet goes through 
Nepal and India. West China drugs 
move fromKumning into the “golden 
triangle” region of Burma-Thailand- 
Laos, where they could be disguised by 
mixing with the native Indochinese 
opium and heroin. Hong Kong is the 
port of transit for South and East 
Chinese dope; it is this traffic that is 
studied periodically in the Hong Kong 
press. 
The ways of moving the illicit stuff 
are most ingenious. Narcotics can be 
mixed with flour or refined sugar, or 
concealed 
in 
cakes 
of soap 
or 
toothpaste tubes. Cotton fabrics have 
been soaked in morphine liquid and 
shipped in dried-out condition. 
Those who claim to have seen them 
list the trademarks used by the 
Chinese 
Communists 
for 
their 
narcotics. They are Gold Elephant, 


Silver Pot, Racing Dog, Black 
Chicken, Gold Deer, White Dragon 
Pearl and so on. A trademark doesn’t 
constitute proof of anything unless it is 
seized at the point of transmission. If 
such seizures have occurred, the 


editors of Asian Outlook would be 
doing their readers a 
favor by 
reproducing pictures of the packaged 
drugs. 
To return to Congressman Price’s 
difficulties with the Bureau of 
Narcotics: surely our satellites have 
taken detailed pictures of the Rec 
Chinese terrain. The lowliest blade of 
grass can be photographed from miles 
above the earth, and the claims of 
millions of mou in poppy planting 
could easily be established or 
disproved by reference to evidence 
that must be in the Pengaton’s files. 
Bob Price is on the House of 
Representatives Armed Services 
Committee. Couldn’t he arrange for a 
secret showing of satellite film? He 
would then be in a position to tell his 
constituents who is right, the Bureau of

SUN CITY CENTER, Fla, (AP) - 
All it takes to make a million dollars is 
one good idea. 
Smith Johnson, now 79, had that idea 
53 years ago. He invented the modem 
steel paint pail. 
In 1920, he and his father operated a 
small, struggling factory that made 
pails out of wooden staves. They 
couldn’t be stacked on top of each 
other, and this made shipping costs 
prohibitive. 
“I knew a better way had to be 
found,” recalled Johnson. “And one 
snowy night I set out to do it.” 
By morning he had sketched out the 
answer — the steel paint pail that has 
become standard in the industry in the 
years since then. 
“I knew I had a winner right at the 
start,” Johnson said. He was right. 
Within 
two 
years, 
he 
was 
manufacturing 5,000 pails a day; and 
within five years, they had earned him 
over $300,000. 
Johnson figures his invention has 
netted him well over a million dollars, 
a figure 
that might have been 
multiplied several times if he had been 
able to collect royalties on all the 80 
million pails, based on his invention, 


that have been marketed throughout 
the world. 
This lost revenue doesn’t disturb 
him. 
“The world would die if I had to do 
the bookkeeping for it,” he said 
cheerfully. 
A restless man with many interests, 
Johnson entered the rubber products 
field after his paint pail won success 
and patented 16 more inventions. 
He still is active as vice president of 
a rubber company in Pauling, N.Y., 
and takes pride in being able to call 
each of its 245 employes by his first 
name. 
“And they all call me Smith in 
return,” he said. He is proud of the 
reputation he holds for maintaining 
good employe relations. 
Johnson has no formula for how one 
can go about getting a million-dollar 
idea and is wryly critical of his own 
performance lately. 
“I haven’t patented anything new for 
25 years,” he complained mildly. “I 
guess I’m stuck on some kind of 
plateau. But I still like to keep 
puttering around. Work keeps your 
blood circulating.”

My son had infectious mononucleosis 
six weeks ago. He says that he feels 
“weak as a fly” all the time. 
Could this be a sign that he is 
developing a complication? 
Mrs. J.L., Calif 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
Persistent weakness and a sense of 
fatigue 
are 
rather 
typical 
of 
mononucleosis. For this very reason 
rest is considered the most vital 
“drug” generally prescribed for this 
condition. 
A special heterophile blood test 
distinguishes infectious mononucleosis 
from the ordinary cold with sore throat 
and swollen glands. 
This heterophile test is taken at 
repeated intervals and is used by the 
doctor as an indication of how well the 
body is handling this infectious 
condition. 
The heterophile test sometimes 
stays positive for many months after 
the patient is well enough to return to 
complete activity. 
Fatigue becomes a good guide, for 
the doctor and for the patient, of the 
need for continued rest. 
Mononucleosis has a tendency to 
drag on and on. To return to full 
activity prematurely can delay your 
son’s eventual total recovery. 
If ever patience is a virtue, it is with 
people who are slowly recovering from 
this condition. It can truly be said that 
“mono” is monotonous. 
High 
vitamin 
supplements, 
nutritious foods, avoidance of physical 
exertion, and plenty of rest should 
speed your son’s total recovery. 


My husband objects to the fact that 
our daughter wants to become a nurse.

NEW YORK (AP) - The task of 
managing a corporation whose 
primary goal is to make a good 
product and sell it at a reasonable 
profit is infinitely less complicated 
than running an entire nation of 
multiple interests and values. 
And when that country is the United 
States, where the great variety of 
goals often conflict with each other, 
rather than Japan, where ambitions of 
government 
and 
business 
are 
sometimes mutual, the contrast is 
glaring. 
It is this sense of disorder that today 
makes American businessmen furious 
and frustrated and provokes them into 
charges 
of 
mismanagement 
in 
Washington. 
“Running the country is no different 
than running a business,” they say. 
“It’s all a matter of management, and 
management is little more than ob­ 
taining optimum results, whether in 
business or government.” 
Maybe so. But you decide whether 
the difference is simply one of degree 
or whether managing a country of 
diverse interests is an entirely 
different m atter than running a 
company of unified goals. 
The proposition is that there is an 
energy shortage and that the logical 
solution is to reduce consumption or 
expand production. But, the critics 
argue, we are making precisely the 
opposite moves. 
A price ceiling on natural gas has 
discouraged exploration and increased 
usage. Coal with sulfur content has 
been banned, sharply restricting 
supply. New safety rules have cut 
output. Strip mining has been restrict­ 
ed. 
Atomic power has been delayed by 
uncertainty 
about 
licensing 
requirements. Security restrictions 
have 
ruled 
out 
some 
sites. 
Environmental suits have added to the 
delay. 
With natural gas, coal and atomic 
power all restricted, there remains 
petroleum as a source of energy. But, 
the critics say, the scenario being act­ 
ed out assures a shortage here also. 
First, automotive consumption of 
gasoline is grossly increased by 
drastic reductions in engine efficiency 
because of antipollution requirements. 


The public is encouraged to buy more 
and bigger cars than ever before. 
Oil containing sulfur is banned, thus 
reducing refining capacity. New 
antipollution 
objectives 
makes 
refineries 
more 
expensive. 
Uncertainty 
about 
future 
requirements discourages investment. 
New refinery sites are eliminated 
because of environmental problems. 
Supplies of crude oil are made 
uncertain. 
The 
Alaska

development is delayed. Development 
of offshore oil production is retarded 
by the threat of leaks. 
This 
scenario, 
says 
Bruce 
Henderson, head of the Boston 
Consulting Group, has actually 
occurred in the United States. 
“Each and every action described 
has been the result of public policy,” 
he comments. “Each act had laudable 
objectives.” But, he continues, “in the 
aggregate, these actions will prove to 
be very punishing to the general public 
for years to come.” 
A similar performance by private 
business, he states, “would justify 
charges of gross mismanagement.”

Woman Wins Right To Be Minister

Such sentiments aren’t normally 
associated with the old and sedate

Labor Day Weekend is coming up. 
Tile frequent reporting of the climbing 
highway fatality statistics seems to 
nave become a grim tradition of 
holiday week-end TV. One way to avert 
becoming one of these weekend 
statistics yourself is to stock up with 
some good books, and spend a quiet 
week-end at home reading. You might 
begin with Alistair MacLean’s book, 
Way to Dusty Death.” An undercover 
agent posing as a Grand Prix driver 
tries to find out who is fixing the Grand 
Prix races and how a dope ring is 
involved with the Grand Prix racing 
circuit. The action moves from 
Switzerland to France. 
Perhaps tomahawk attacks and 
treasure hunts might provide a more 
satisfying vicarious adventure. The 
popular historical writer, F. Van Wyck 
Mason has written a new novel, “Log 
Cabin Noble.” The setting is Maine 
and Massachusetts in the 17th century. 
Two friends lose their stake in Maine 
because of Indians. They migrate to 
Boston where they start a shipyard 
and eventually recover a stolen 
treasure. 
When the week-end statistics are no 
longer cold figures, but include 
someone you know or love, do you wail, 
“Why did it happen to me? Or her? Or 
him? Or them?” Are you distressed at 
seemingly senseless suffering? Does 
God seem unfair? Is there any 
meaning or purpose to life? In “Job: A 
New Translation with Introduction and 
Commentary by Marvin H. Pope” a 
man of another era wrestles with these 
same questions. Perhaps you have 
heard of the “patience of Job”? You 
might be surprised to learn Job was 
not so patient. He railed and argued 
against God and divine justice almost 
to the point of blasphemy. This book of 
the Bible not only confronts the 
disturbing questions of divine justice 
and life’s meaning, but is considered 
one of the great works of world 
literature. 
Job was a “known complainer” 
according to Mama. Her son says of 
her, “My mother did everything in her 
power to answer most of her prayers 
herself; but she derived determination 
and an optimistic energy and aliveness 
from the sureness that whatever she 
was after could be had if only, and at 
last, with the help of God; and because 
she knew God was there. Who needed 
to speak about Job’s plagues? A man 
speaks to God and God speaks back 
and he still wants to talk about his 
migrane headaches?” 
Who is Mama? Mama was the 
mother of William Peter Blatty, author 
of “The Exorcist.” You can read about 
her in her son’s biography, “ITI Tell 
Them I Remember You.” In this book, 
Blatty reveals his thoughts about the 
“The Exorcist”, his mother, and life 
after death. 
Too hot to read? Then take time out 
to enjoy some music — your favorite 
kind or something unfamiliar — cool 
classical or hot jazz. For a venture into 
the unfamiliar try “Everything You 
Always Wanted to Hear on the Mogg 
(but were afraid to ask for)”. “Moog” 
for those who don’t know is pronounced 
Man 'Talks'

Egypt, Libya Reach Accord 


On Plan To M erge Countries 


CAIRO (A P) — Arab unity advanced 
another small step Wednesday night 
with the announcement that Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and Libyan 
strongman Moammar Khadafy had 
agreed on the procedure by which their 
two countries would merge. 
The agreement was a victory for 
Sadat, who had insisted on a cautious, 
one-step-at-a-time 
approach 
to 
unification instead of completion of the 
merger by Sept. I, as Khadafy wanted. 
The two leaders agreed that the first 
step would be the creation on Saturday 
of a 100-member constituent assembly 
to draft a constitution for the still 
unnamed new state. The assembly will 
include 50 members of Egypt’s 
Parliament and 50 members of the 
Libyan 
Popular 
Revolutionary 
Committee. 
After the constitution is completed, 
it will be submitted to the people of 
both countries at a referendum. But no 
timetable was specified for completion 
of the constitution or proclamation of 
the union. 
The agreement specified that Sadat 
and Khadafy will remain in power in 
their respective countries until the 
merger is completed. The constituent 
assembly is to nominate a president 
for the new nation, and Khadafy has 
said he will step aside in favor of 
Sadat. 


The convening of the constitutional 
assembly on Saturday was viewed as a 
face-saving device for Khadafy. He 
had wanted the merger to be ac­ 
complished on that day because it is 
the 
fourth 
anniversary 
of 
his 
revolution that overthrew the Libyan 
monarchy, and the agreement gives 
him something to put before his people 
as an anniversary present. 


Tile two leaders also invited other 
Arab countries to join their union and 
agreed to create a new common 
currency called the Arab dinar to re­ 
place the Egyptian pound and the 
Libyan dinar. No date was set for 
putting it into use, however. 


Sadat and the Egyptian people have 
long been cool to the idea of speedy 
union because of Khadafy’s insistence 
in Libya on strict adherence to Islamic 
law. Nearly a fifth of Egypt’s citizens 
are Christians of the Coptic sect and 
since 1952 Egypt officially has been a 
nonsectarian socialist state. 
Egypt is attracted to the merger, 
however, by Iibya’s rich oil reserves. 
Libya has only 2 million people to 
benefit from the oil wealth, while 
Egypt, with a population of 35 million, 
has long been mired down in poverty 
stemming from unchecked population 
growth, a massive armament program 
and a lack of natural resources.

If there are young men 
capable of taking over, they do not 
appear to have come forward at this 
congress any more than at the last one 
in 1969. Yet this is going to be one of the 
most important problems facing China 
in the transition period that must come 
soon. 
The 9th Congress four years ago 
adopted

specifically naming Defense Minister 
Lin Piao as Mao’s successor. In 1971, 
Lin met an untimely end. He had been 
involved in a savage struggle over 
policy and lost. 
One aspect of the struggle involved 
tactics. Lin evidently disagreed with 
Chou’s invitation to President Nixon to 
visit China, feeling it would damage 
the world revolutionary cause. Lin did 
not disagree with hostility to the Soviet 
Union, however. 
In fact, there probably was no 
difficulty at the 10th congress adopting 
a call to oppose “ the hegemonism of 
the two superpowers” —the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 
Rather, the difficulty has been in a

between 
the 
radical 
revolutionaries and hard-headed 
pragmatists on what course the 
revolution should take. The radicals 
still seem to have muscle. 
TYie party now has a new fullstrength 
central committee. Probably repairs

that followed Lin Piao’s fall. A new 
defense minister may soon be named, 
possibly Yeh Chien-ying, an elder mili­ 
tary leader and ally of Chou.

It also suggests that 
Chou has had to seek cooperation from 
the military, and the army men in turn 
are likely to have considerable 
influence on what directions China will 
take.

The leak was discovered Thursday 
afternoon when repairmen were sent 
to the West Side pool to fix a faulty 
Michigan Pen 
Sit-In Broken 


JACKSON, Mich. (AP) - State 
troopers used tear gas Thursday to 
break up a six-hour sit-in at Southern 
Michigan Prison. Order was restored 
and the situation was described as 
calm but tense, officials said. 
Prison spokesman Dan Trudell said 
the gas was used to disperse some 120 
inmates who refused to leave the 
prison's north yard. 


The inmates were herded into a 
detention yard where they were 
searched before being returned to 
their cells, he said. 
The incident erupted when about 15 
men left the license plate shop, voicing 
a number of complaints, officials said. 
As word of their walkout spread, about 
250 other inmates staged a sit-in in the 
prison yard at noon. 


Half of those later obeyed an order to 
return to their cells, but the rest 
remained in the yard, officials said. 
State troopers were called in and 
sealed off entrances to all buildings. 
The state troopers were stationed 
outside until they dispersed the 
holdouts with tear gas, spokesmen 
said. 


Officials said the sitdown action was 
peaceful 
and 
no 
confrontation 
developed between 
guards and 
prisoners. 
Deputy Warden Dale Foltz said 
wages and seniority rules appeared to 
be main grievances. Hot weather was 
also blamed for the incident at the 
facility, which houses about 2,400 
inmates.

Two county health inspectors said 
they had ordered the pool at Burkam 
Park closed hours before the leak was 
found. The order was issued because of 
debris in the area, they said. 
They said they returned to the pool 
Thursday afternoon and found it full of 
people. “We started getting the kids 
out of the pool, when the next thing you 
know we started smelling gas,” an 
inspector said. 
The inspector said, “We noticed 
some repairmen sitting about 50 yards 
away. When we asked them about it, 
they said it was a chlorine gas leak ... 
They didn’t warn nobody. They just 
took off. They didn’t say anything.” 
Pool personnel then told the children 
to hold their noses and run to escape 
the noxious fumes. 
The children scattered over a five- 
block area as police and firemen 
searched for persons affected by the 
fumes and took them to four area 
hospitals. 
Firemen were summoned to the 
scene to shut off the leaking chlorine 
tank. 
Medical authorities said the gas 
irritates air passages and the lungs 
and makes it difficult to breathe.

The Midwest won some relief from 
the intense heat wave which has baked 
the eastern half of the nation for a 
week, but the East remained under a 
stagnant, hot and humid weather 
system. 
Showers and thundershowers which 
moved through the midcontinent 
Thursday diminished in intensity early 
today, but remained active 
at 
scattered locations from the Great 
Lakes to” Florida. Other showers 
dampened the dry northern Rockies 
and sprinkled parts of North Dakota 
and New England. 
The East remained uncomfortably 
hot and humid before dawn with 
Boston, New York and Philadelphia 
reporting temperatures in the 80s. No 
relief was expected until after the La- 
bor Day weekend. 
Cooler air moved across the 
northern part of the nation, dropping 
temperatures into the 40s and 50s from 
the northern Pacific coast to western 
Montana, where temperatures may 
drop to the 30s tonight with a chance of 
snow predicted. 
Winds up to 50 miles per hour 
whipped up dust storms around 
Phoenix and Yuma, Ariz., where 
visibility was briefly reduced to one- 
half mile. Phoenix has not received 
any measurable rain so far in August. 
Power failures due to overloading of 
electrical circuits in the heat wave 
occurred in Ohio, Washington and 


Chicago. Some water shortages were 
noted in New York, Philadelphia and 
other cities where fire hydrants were 
opened by residents seeking relief 
from the heat. 
A small tornado did minor damage 
to a residence just north of Milwaukee 
Thursday and high winds gusted at 58 
miles per hour northwest of the city. 
No injuries were reported. 
Temperatures before dawn ranged 
from 43 at Flagstaff, Ariz., to 88 at 
Needles, Calif.
